Plans for the fountain have 
been approved by. Mrs. Nelson, 
donor of the fountain which will 
be located on an island in the 
middle of a one acre 
environmental education pond. 
The Southern Tulare County 
Sportsmen’s association 
contributed $5200 toward the 
pond, which has already been 
excavated and is nearly ready to 
be filled with water. 

The total project is expected 
to cost more than $15,000, 
according to Mac Williams, 
chairman of the special projects 
committee of. the Porterville 
College Patrons Foundation, 
which has coordinated the 
project. 

The pond and fountain are 
only part of the memorial park 
at the northeast corner of the 
college campus near the 
intersection of Plano and 
Highway 190. The park is 
designed as an environmental 
project to be used as an 
“outdoor learning laboratory” 
by college, high school and 
elementary age students. 

The pond covers more than 
one acre and ranges in depth 
from three to eight feet. It is

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DOG LICENSING PERIOD IN COUNTY 
BEGINS JULY 1; RABIES CLINICS SET 


VISALIA —. Licensing of 
dogs, and of kennel owners in 
Tulare county for the 1973-74 
year will start July 1, it is stated 
by County Clerk Jay Bayless, 
who says that more than 26,000 
dog and kennel licenses expire 
on June 30. 

Bayless says letters containing 
complete instructions for 


“renewing licenses will be mailed 


to all owners of presently 
licensed dogs and to kennel 
owners before July 1. Tulare 
county allows dog and kennel 
owners to purchase licenses 
between July 1 and August 31 
without penalty, but does 
impose a delinquency penalty 
amounting to 100% of the basic 
license fee, as set forth in the 
Tulare County Ordinance code, 
on and after September 1. 

However, in the event an 
animal is found running at large 
during this period wearing no 
license tag, it is subject to being 
picked up by the county 
poundmaster. 

Base licensing fees this year 
have not changed from last year 
and are as follows: For male and 
spayed female dogs - $3.00; for 
unspayed female dogs - $6.00; 
for kennel licenses - $10.00. 

The Tulare County Ordinance 
code requires that an owner of a 
dog secure a license for his dog

within 30 days after acquiring 


_ ownership; if a dog is less than 


four months of age when the 
owner. acquires it, he shall secure 
a license for the dog within 30 
days after the dog becomes four 
months of age. 

The Ordinance also requires 
any person who enters the 
county and dwells in the county 
for a period of 30 days or more, 
and who has brought a dog with 
him from outside the county to 
secure a license for the dog 
within 30 days after arrival in 
the county. 

In order to obtain a dog 
license the owner must present a 
valid Rabies Vaccination 
certificate showing that his dog 
has been protected against rabies 
for the entire licensing period 
for which the license is being 
purchased. Dog licenses are not 
obtainable at Rabies Vaccination 
clinics but may be purchased in 
person or by mail from the 
Tulare County Clerk, Room 
201, Court House, Visalia, 
93277. Rabies Vaccination 
Certificates, obtained from 
veterinarians, contain an 
application and licensing section. 

Bayless stressed. that 
applications must be filled out 
completely and must contain the 
signature of the applicant. He 
urges all dog owners to purchase 
licenses commencing July 1, in 
order to avoid the delinquency 
penalty, but stated no 1973-74 
license can be sold by his office 
prior to July 1. 


To paraphrase the old say- 
ing, you can’t take the fed 
budget out of politics, but you 
can—or should—take politics 
out of the budget process.

In essence that is what a 

‘oup of executives of the in- 

ependent statewide taxpayer 
research organizations con- 
cluded at a recent national 
meeting in Washington. Rob- 
ert C. Brown, executive vice 
president of the. California 
Taxpayers’ Association, and 
his colleagues from other 
states put it plainly in their 
resolution: 

“The time has come to call 
a halt to acrimonious partisan 
debate over federal spending 
policies and priorities and to 
turn to the task of supporting 
budgetary and fiscal policies 
which are both responsive to 
the essential needs of the na- 
tion, and responsible.” 

The taxpayer group com- 
mended President Nixon for 
“requiring the detailed pro- 
gram review which led to rec- 
ommendations for reform, re- 
duction or termination of 
more than 100 outmoded or in- 
effective spending programs. 
They urged that such efforts 
should be continued and in- 
tensified. 

Congress also was com- 
mended for “long overdue” 
current efforts to establish 
effective procedures for bud- 
getary control. 

The resolution sounded the 
warning that as taxpayer 
representatives “... we can- 
not condone or accept levels 
of federal spending which, de- 
spite the heavy tax burdens 
being imposed, continue to

Brown and his fellow exe- 
cutives made an important 
point also that the needed 
spending priorities must not 
be limited “to a choice be- 
tween defense spending re- 
ductions and domestic spend- 
ing increases. With domestic- 
civilian human and physical 
resource outlays now account- 
ing for 56 percent of total 
spending, it is obvious that 
priorities must also be estab- 
lished among domestic pro- 
grams.” 

It is good to have a strong 
public voice calling for more 
concern for the taxpayer and 
less involvement in partisan 
politics on major federal bud- 
get policies.

The fountain, 
measuring 35 feet in diameter, is 
located on an island in the deep 
end of the pond. 

J.O. Hruby, executive vice 
president of the Rain Jet 
Corporation of Burbank, who is 
designing the fountain, says it 
will operate at variable heights, 
depending on the weather, 
which means height of the water 
can be controlled on windy 
days. 

Hruby says it will be the 
largest fountain of its kind 
between San Jose and Los 
Angeles, and says Porterville area 
residents should be treated to a 
really spectacular sight at night 
when the fountain is lighted. 

Hopes were that the fountain 
and environmental pond could 
be completed by mid-summer, 
however plans now call for the 
project to be operational by 
Labor Day. 

Herb Bonds, who is heading 
up the educational aspect of the 
pond at the elementary school 
level, has indicated that full use 
can be made of the facilities 
when completed for study of 
flora which will be supplied by 
several government agencies, 
including the’ U.S. forest service. 

The pond is to be stocked 
with more than 2,000 fish, by 
the fish and game department, 
which will also be used in the 
program.
